[fucerpt) The Georgian party organisation has accumulated very rich «xperience 
in organizing the etruggle against crime and etrengthening law and order. This 
creates an exceptionally favorable situation for the activity of the internal 


affaire orgens. 


However, there are «till many unresolved problems. [Crime] prevention work requires 
further teprovement. The probles of stepping up the fight against paresiticas 
remains 4 topical one. 


with active support from the Georgian CP Central Committee, the question of stepping 
up criminal liability for parasities has sow been positively resolved. This eea- 
sure vill promote not only the gore consistent observance of the provisions of the 
USSR constitution but also the real sormaligation of the situation. At the same 
time legal! norm with respect to gambling need to be revised. 





The prevention of crime among children ie mot oniy one of the asin elements of 
overall prevention but also 4 great social probles connected with our society's 
future. The situation is complicated by the so-called thiewing traditions which 
find fertile ground — an unstable section of adolescents and young peopi-c. 

The sources of these hareful phenomena originate aainly in places of detention, 

and irterrogation celle where underage lew violators are kept together with adulre. 
Tee eyeter for reeducating adolescents who have transgressed the law gust be aitered 
radicaliy 


The Minietry of Education, the Ya. Gogebashwili Scientific Research Institue of 
Pedagogical Sciences, the D. Urenadze Scientific Research Institute of Peychology 
and other interested ecientific institutions should elaborate relevant scientific 
recommendstione a.med at improving the educational process among hard-to-educate 
adolescents. 


The Ministry of Internal Affaire te taking etepe to improve the process of irbor 
reeducation and enforced treatwent of drug eddictes. 





However, success in combating drug aediction will not be achieved by punitive mea- 
sures alone, Many questions within the competence of the Minietry of Health are 
being resolved only slowly. For instance, drug addiction clinics and consulting 
rooms have not been creat‘ in the cities of Gagra, Tkvarcheli, Kobuleti, Borsthoni, 
Gardabani, Marneuli and © fe. 


The further improvement of work on the selecticn, placemeat and education of 
internal affaire organs’ cadres and the consolidation of discipline and legality. 
We are resolutely ridding ourselves of employees who do not deserve ovr crust and 
who have compromised the lofty title of Soviet ailitia worker. The MVD is building 
up ite efforte in thie direction. 


Thanks to the measures adopted over the S<year period the total oumber of specialists 
with higher and secondary specialized education in the syetem hae increased to 68 
percent. 


But the professional standard of the cadres of many internal affaire organs is 
etill insufficiently high. The sectorial inspectors, about whom complaints are 
frequently hear. from citizens, merit especial attention. There are many lawyers 
and specialist. with higher education among thee. 


Proceeding from the interests of the matter, it sould be expedient for the Thilisi 
faculty of the Moscow Higher Militia School to specialize in training operational 
criminal investigation workers and sectoria!l inspectors and subsequently transtore 
thie faculty into an independent higher silitia school. 


On behalf of the ministry's collegium and party committee we assure the Georgian 

CP Central Committee and the delegates to the forum of the republic's communists 
that the MVD collective of the MVD will apply all ite efforte, energy and experience 
to successfully solwe the taske of cowolidating socialist law and order and legal- 
ity in the republic (applause).

In submitting this report to Congrese delegates, the Auditing Commission of the Geor- 
gian Communist Party considers it necessary to report that it has been strictly gov- 
erened in ite work by the requirements of the Party Rules and by inetructions from 
superior party organe. All members of the Auditing Commission participated actively 
in the work of Georgian Communist Party Central Committee plenume, meetings of the 
republic party aktiv, and in actuslizing the gost important party decisions. 


The Georgian Comrsunist Party Audicing Commission regularly checked fulfillment of the 
party budget, the correctness of expenditures by republic party committees, and soni- 
tored the routing and review of letters, applications and complaints by workers to 
the Georgian Cen: a! Committee apparatus and to oblast, city and rayon party comit- 
tees. 


The Auditing Commission informed the Ceorgian Communist Party Central Committee Sec - 
retariat about the results of these checks and worked to eliminate shortcomings re- 
vealed and to improve the state of affairs. 


During the reporting period, the financi.l-budgetary work in both the central com- 

/ mitte and the oblast, city and rayon patty comm ‘tees improved appreciably, financial- 
economic discipline was strengthened, and «« 8 to the party budget from party 
dues and receipts from publishing activity increased. 


The party budget was systematically «xecuted, with revenues exceeding expenses, 
which were sore thar seven gwillion r isles over the five years. 


The central committee, the party «-koms, gorkoms and raykoms, and the audi_ing com- 
missions sy tematically re.iewed problems associate. with the payment of party sen- 
bership dues in the party primary organizations. 


The Georgian Communist Party Auditing Commission, jointly with the party-organization 
and central committee affairs administration department checked the etatus of work 

in this direction in all republic party organs during the reporting period and as- 
sisted in their practical work. 


Positive experien.. in this important sector of party activity was accumulated in 
the Thilisi, Sukhuei, Tekhinval'skiy and Kuteisi city party organizecions and in 
the Samtredskiy, Makharadzevexiy and a number of other rayon party organizations of 


the republic. 


During the reporting period, 1.14 @ii..on rubles in party dues more than anticipated 
in the budget was received. The number c° communists owing party meabership dues 
decreased each year. 











At the same time, certain republic party organizations underestimate the importance 
of precise organization of sembership dues payments, and there are serious short~ 
comings and oversights in thie work, It etill often happens that communiete do not 
pay their @embership dues for long periods, but these violations of party discipline 


are fot always discussed in the party bureau or party meeting, a6 is required by the 
CPSU Rules. 





There are such cases in the prima y party organizations of Gondioyrkiy stockraising 
eovkhos and the rayispolkom of Bogdanovekiy Rayon, in the interkolkhos reclamation 
production association of Kaepekty Rayon, in “Speterematroy” trust of the Ministry 
of Housing and Municipal Services, and in the presidium of the republic Car Lovers’ 
Society in Thilisi, Kalininekiy Rayon. 


‘either have we outlived cases of sembership dues being paid from lees than ‘ull 
wages. In 1980 alone, an underpayment of about 19,000 rubles was revealed. There 
were such violations in the Abkhagekaya and Yugo-Osetinskaya oblast party organiza- 
tions, in the Rustav! city party organisation, the Ordshonikidsevekiy Rayon party 
organization in Tbilisi, and in Lagodekhekiy and Mtekhetskiy rayon party orgenisa- 
tione 


Due to inadequate demandingnhesse on the part of party committees, individual party 
primary organizations e«t'il fail to submit reports on party sembership dues payments 
on time. Thus, a6 of anuary 1980, some % party organizations had not subsitt 
reports on time, and ae of | January 198) » 32. Such violetionse were revealed in 
the Abkhazekayva and ‘ue eetinakayva oblast party organizations, in the Lagodekh- 
skiy and Marneul'skiy rayon party organizations, and in the Tekhaltubekiy city party 


organization, 


The task is for party obkome, gorkome and raykome and local auditing commissions to 
systematically supervise tie prompt, correct payment of membershiy, dues, the estaed- 
lished reporting procedure, and observance of all the demande of CPSU Central Con- 
a’ttee eembership dues inatructions 


n@ party NAS Always Paid an is paeyinea 4&4 areat de f attention to developing the 
effectiveness of the orinated irty word During the reporting period, the average 
eun of newepapers anc GBaearines was ihe reaseed to 10),000 copies. This aiso facili- 


tated increasing revenues from publishing activity and increasing the revenue por- 
tion of the party budget as 4a whole. “he party budget received 366,600 rubles sore 


from publishing activity than wae anticipated by the plan. 

L.smeiderable work wae done during the reporting period to teprove the whole organi- 
zation of publishing activit Je improved the quality of the printed output being 
sroduced and created a godern sew printing center Whereas there was gore than 


406 rons of above-normative waste sewseprint in the Georgian Communist Party Central 
Committee publishing house in 1976, a8 was reported by the Central Auditing Commis- 
sion at the <J5th CPSi meress, a6 of today, the publishing house collective has 
saved sore than 28% tone of neweprint., 


in epite of positive advances, publishing activity is still characterized by sub- 
stantial shortcomings, which have repeatedly been pointed out by the bureau and sec- 
retaeriat of the Georgian Communiet Party Central Committee. We have stil! not out- 


livea instances of over ime work and wage fund overexpenditure. Eliminating these 





shortcomings will do auch to Altate growth in party budget revenues from pub- 
lishing activity. 


The party budget anticipated eapenditures on maintainin, party organs, carrying out 
party-political and party-organiseational seasures, training and retraining party 


cadres, and party propaganda. 


We can note with satisfaction that an overwhelming majorit’ of the party committees 
are conducting their effaire correctly, with etr! ct observance of budget discipline. 
However, certain party organs have overepent on individual itens in the party budget. 
This applies to wwerexpenditures on such est'mate items ae postage, telegraph, tele- 
phone, office, businese-trip, transport and ,ousekeeping expenses. An average of 12 
percent of all republic party organe permitted overexpenditures on these items each 
year, among them: Tkvarcheli, Mestia, Gegechkori, Kobuleti, Onekiy, Dmanisi, Khu- 
loyakiy, Khobi, Ochamechira and Lanchkhuti party organizations. 


The shortcomings noved found refiection in Auditing Commission documents aud corres- 
ponding resolutions by ‘he Georgian Communiat Party Certral Commitiee Secretariat. 


Although the neccssity of strictly observing financial discipline has been pointe! 
out to party or ess, there are etill instances of the extravagant use of financial 
means in the iekhinval'skiy, Teiteltexaroyekiy, Zestafonskiy and Bogdanovekiy party 
raykoms and in several other party committees. 


The Georgian Communist Party Central Committee has exhibited constant concern for 
raising the level of political education of communists, focusing the attention of 
party organizations on the necessity of ontinuing to imgprove and perfect propaganda 
activity. 


It quet be noted that on the whole, republic party organs have spent the funds alilo- 
cated for these purposes intelligentiv and purposefully. However, certain party com- 
mittees have underutilized thes. Su. thrift is in no way justified; it does not 
help. The Georgian Communist Party --ntral Committee Administ ation of Affairs needs 
to goritor the wre of these funds more effectively. 


Each year, considerable funds are directed from the party budget into training and 
retraining party cadres. The allocation for these purposes in the reporting period 
increased appreciably. About 5,000 people were retrained in che continuous skill- 
improvement courses for party and -oviet workers attached to the Georgian Communist 
arty Central Committee. 


Expenditures on capital construction also grew during the reporting period. We can 
boldly estate chat never before has so such been done in the Georgian party organiza- 
tion to isprove t\» working and living conditions of party workers. 


This was 4 resuic of the considerable attention and concern by the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, which has been profovn’'y understanding of the needs and requirements of lo- 


cal party organs. 


During the five-year period, |7 adminis: ative building and 745 apartments with a to- 
tal area of 50,000 =? was built. We completed such major construction projects as 
the Central Committee building and the Republic House of Political Education, which 











meet the highest eodern requirements, as well ae the houses of political education 
of the Kirovekiy and iment 26 commiseare party raykoms in Thiliei and the Abashekty, 
Gardabanekiy, Lagodekhekiy and Lanchkhutekiy party raykoms. The buildings of other 
party committees are aleo well-equipped. Bvery condition for fruitful work has been 
created. 


But we guet not fail to mention that there are etill frequent construction delays 
and unutilized funde at individual construction sites. Party budget funde have been 
underutilized for a number of years in building the House of Political Education and 


Archives of the Yugo-Osetinekaya Oblast party committee and the Chiatura party gorkom 
building. 


One of the most important sectors of party activity is, as is known, work with letters 
and applications from workers, its proper organization corresponding to the tasks of 
further developing socialist democracy and increasing the sociopolitical activeness 

of people. 


The period since the 25th CPSU Conerese hae been characteriz considerable en- 
richment of the arsenal of form sd methods of work with worker letters for the 
Georgian party organization. Ou. attitude towards letters as an effective form of 
strengthening party ties with the masses and an important source of information has 
changed qualitativeiy. 


The number of letters containing various desires, counsel and lively responses to the 
most impor ant measures of the Georgian Communist Party Central Committee, concrete, 
business-like proposals aimed at increasing the effectiveness of social production, 
improving work quality and e/] iminating exiaeting shortcomings as quickly as possible 
which have been received by the Georgian Communist Party Central Committee has con- 
stantly risen. 


in their lettere, the workers thank the Central Committee for its constant concern 
for the needs of people, for its enormous ameunt of fruitful work in developing all 


apheres of the republic, for its systematic, uncompromising, purposeful struggle 
against all manner hegative pheno tena All chie very rich material is taken into 
account in the daily practical activity of the Central Committee. 


Many proposals made by the writers of these letters have been used in preparing for 
Central Committee plenums, aktiv meetings, and in solving a number of pressing prob- 
lems. 


The Georgian Communist Party Central Committee “Letter to All Republic Communists and 
w@borers In Connection With Preparations for the 26th Congress of the Georgian Coa- 
euniest Party” elicited a passionate response among all strata of the republic popu- 
lation, a new wave of sociopolitical activeness, labor enthusiasm and creative ini- 
tiative. The Central Committee received upwards of a thousand proposals and con- 
structive remarks. Many of them have found reflection in the documents of our Con- 
gress. 


As a result of improvment in the activity of local party, soviet and economic organs, 
the number of letters containing various kinds of complaints has decreased signifi- 
cantly. As compared with 1976, the number has decreased by sore than °,000 over the 
last two years. 








During the reporting period as a whole, the Georgian Communist Party Central Commit- 
tee received about 150,000 letters and applications from workers. Many of them dealt 
with questions of housing distribution, the work of administrative organs, the ser- 
vices sphere, the ectivity of secondary and higher academic inetitutions, cases of 
bureaucratiem and red tape, embeszlement of socialist property, bribery ar other 
abuses. 


Questions of work with letters, applications and compiaints from workers were sye- 
tematically reviewed at meetings of the Central Committee bureau and secretariat. 

In 1979 and 1980 alone, near!y 60 such questions were discussed; two republic seminar 
meetings for supervisory workers were devoted to them, and in March 1980 it was die- 
cussed by the plenum of the Georgian Communtot Party Central Committee. 


The Georgian Communist Party Central Comittee continuously analyzes the status of 
work with letters in loca’ party cc.amittees, generalizes positive experience and re- 
veals shortcomings. Work with worker letters was di: in 70 party gorkoms and 
raykoms and in 210 primary party organizations in th. serio. following the 25th Con- 
aresr of the Georgian Ceoemunirt Party. 


The forms and we. o's of responding to worker appi cations and letters which have 
been approved i. cecent years by the Georgian Communist Party Central Committee are 
being used successfully by party obkoms, gorkome and raykoms in their everyday work. 
Party committees process letters and correspondence carefully to reveal the basic 
trends and to make needed practical recommendations on questions posed by the workers. 
Work with worker letters and applications hae been discussed regularly at party com- 
mittee plenums and bureaus. We si.vwuld mote the fruitful activity in this direction 
by the Thilisi party gorkom, the high le el of what the plenum of the gorkom has done 
on this question. The meetings of the party gorkom bureau regularly hear reports on 
progress in responding to critical remarks and proposals from workers, and business- 
like supervision of progress in handling .ettere and dealing with the questions posed 
in them has been instituted. This e'>* to strengthen party discipline and increase 
the organization and responsibility cf supervisory personnel and all communists. 


The Auditing Commission of the Geor;:ian Communist Party held 4 special seminar con- 
ference of the auditing commissic« chairmen of oblast, city and rayon party organiza- 
tions for the purpose of intensifying attention to work with letters. 


However, one still encounters instances of inattentive, indifferent attitudes towards 
worker letters and applications in certain party committee and organizations, which 
exhibit a superficial approach to this matter and are insufficiently demanding of 
cadres as to careful, prompt examination of worker letters. These shortcomings were 
observed in the work practices of the Gardabani, Marneuli, Dmanisi, K.wloyskiy, Shua- 
khevekiy, De* +a and several other party committees. 


Neither have isoiatec instences of failure to review ietters promptly been outlived 
in Georgian Communist Party Central Committee departments. With a view towards eli- 
minating such cases, the Cen.- Committee general department gust in the future in- 
tensify ite supervision of prompt rer»%onse to worker letters. 


Quite a few letters arrive unsigned, anon sous. In working with this category of 
letters, the Georgian Communist Party Central Committee is governed by a differen- 
tiated approach, depending on the nature of i. information being reported. While 
properly rejecting slanderous fabrications, the Central Committee did study those 





eases deserving attention, which in « qumber of casee enebled it to reveal serious 
vielations and abueece. 


During the reporting period, @uch work wae done in the republic party orgenieations 
te improve the organieing of worker admiesion.

In addition to auditing commiesion sembere, workers in the party organization work 
éeparcment, the general department and the Affaire Administration of the Georgian 
Communiet Party Central Committee aleo participeted actively in 411 these messures. 


Syetematic resorting by local suditing commission chairmen at geetings of the Geor- 
giean Communict Pa. y Auditing Commiesion was introduced. 


Punctional duties were precisely dietributed among commission members so that sudit- 
ing work could be done in 4 p! ned, purposeful aenner. Commission members were or- 
ganized into six working groups, ao¢ « definite work sector wae assigned full-time 
to each. All thie enabled we to hendie the work entrusted to we gore skillfully and 
objectively. 


However, the Auditing Commission aleo encountered certain difficulties in ite own ac- 
tivity. Some of ite eembers were transferred t. work outside the republic and others 
sometimes lacked auditing experience.

The draft “Basic Directions” sets in, .oving the distribution of productive forces 
with consideration of their efficien. use as one of our major economic and social 
tasks. 


It ie known that the uneven scattering of productive forces has in the part led to 
an extreme concentration of production in lowland regions and large cities in the 
Georgian SSR. Over the past decade, the population of the republic's large and se- 
dive-sized cities has iocreased by a total of 297,000, that is, by 22 percent, and 
the population of |7 sountain aud foothills rayons has decreased by 29,000, or 6.4 
percent. 


Migration pro.«sees have historically been lively. The basis for them lies in un- 
eatisfactor) .ivi-* conditions and a low level of economic development. The Geor- 
gian Communist Part, Central Committee has therefore set the task of influencing si- 
gration processes as entireiy proper and timely. 


This policy is being carried vut on the basis of a comprehensive system of economic 
and social measures adopted during th 1l0th Five-Year Plan. Broad programs of eco- 
nomic and social growth over the long t..3 were worked owt for the Abkhaz ASSR, Ad- 
vharskaya ASSR and Yugo-Osetinskaya Autonowous Oblast. 





You will remember, comrades — and thie wae sentioned at the congress — what posi- 
tive repercussions the rebirth of a number of republic pyupulation centers has had, 
after they had been deserted decades ago, in Gurdshaanskiy and Sagaredshoyekiy ra- 
yons, and also the positive impact of organising sovkhoses and settlements in the 
fertile lands of Teiteltskaroyskiy Rayon. 


All this ie eloquent testimony to the concern of the republic Communist Party Central 
Committee and government for preserving and augmenting the national, natural and cul- 
tural values of the Georgian people, for increasing economic opportunities. 


Ae all of you have probably read, our outstanding author Konstantin Lordkipanidze 
spoke convincingly and emotionally about these processes in his recently published 
essay “The Mountain-Dweller Returne Home." We guest tirelessly and constantly be 
concerned about the socioeconomic and everyday transformation of alpine and sountain 
rayons. Otherwise, it would probably be hard to expect today's mountain-dveller to 
return to the gountains, if conditions have not been created there which geet his 
immeasurably greater spiritual and material needs. 


These questions have been the subjects of intense scrutiny in recent years. As a 
result, positive trends are already taking shape. Whereas industrial production 
growth was 180 percent in five cities (Thilisi, Kutatiei, Ruetavi, Sukhumi and Batumi) 
during the decade, that indicator wae 276 percent in i? sounte'n and foothills ra- 
yons. A definite atcenuation of undesirable migration processes is being observed. 


One of the main social resulte of the Lith Five-Year Plan will be the continued rise 
in the level of labor reeources employment. An additional 190,000 people will be 
drawn into the public economy on the basis of implementation of the program outlined 
for developing branches of material production and the services sphere in 19861-1985. 
A» « result, the level of employment will be 88 percent in 1985. 


In continuing the course charted, prisary reliance will be placed on expanding the 
sphere of application of labor in regions with free labor resources. Also taken 

into consideration is the fact that, given uninterrupted growth nationwide in the 
absolute numbers and proportion of women employed in a)1 brancher of the nationa! 
economy, including management. we have not vet succeeded here in this republic in al- 
ways making full use of opportunities for the extensive use of women's labor. The 
proportion of women workers and employees is growing entirely inadequately. 


Some 54 important industrial, agricultural, production and versonal-services inf ra- 
structure projecte will be built in mountain, foothills and southern regions. 


Construction of the Marabda - Akalkalaki Railroad, which will create prerequisites 
for economic and cultural utilization of the natural riches in the southern rayons 

of the republic, is of very important significance to developing the economy and cul- 
ture of that zone. 


The main thing is to anticipate and persistently carry out a planned policy of in- 
tensive influence on demographic processes of decisive importance to our economy. 


We anticipate continued economic and social development of the autonomous republics 
and oblaste in the iith Five-Year Pian. 





Industrial output volume in Abkhaz ASSR will increase 31-34 percent on the basis of 
outetripping development of machine building, chemical, light and food industry. In 
agriculture, guch attention will be paid to developing tea growing, subtropical crops 
and viticulture. The material-technical base of the health resort syatem will be 
atrengthened. All measures outlined by the well-known resolutions by the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee, USSR Council of Ministers, Georgian Communist Party Central Commit- 
tee and republic government on developing the economy and culture of the Abkhaz SSR 
will be implemented systematically. 


In Adzhar ASSR, given a 23-26 percent increase in overall industrial output, machine 
building and food industry will receive preferential development. We plan to in- 
crease the production of tea, citrus, grapes and stockraising output. Work will be 
done to develop the health resort zone. 


Carrying out the program of shoreline stabilization outlined in the "Basic Directions" 
is of great importance to both autonomous republics, as w ill as to other regions of 
the Black Sea coast. 


In Yugo-Osetinskaya A ':oomous Oblast, industrial production growth is to be 31-34 
percent. We ple further development of horticulture and stockraising. The material- 
technical base . »ublic education, public health and other branches of the social 

and personal-services infrastructure will be broadened substantially. 


Strengthening the economies of Abkhazia, Adzharia and Yugo-Osetia in the forthcoming 
decade will doubtless have a positive effect on further developing the culture and 
enriching the spiritual life of the populace. 


Comrades! 


Anaiyeis of calculations of different dev lopment alternatives for the next 10-15 
years shows that opportunities for enmr sring cconomic growth through the involvement 
of additional material and labor re« srces will narrow c.asiderably. 


Extensive growth factors will gradusily be exhausted. The most important task is to 
work out a complex of seasures wi e implementation will permit us to fully compensate 
for the possible undesirable consequences of this process. 


This task can be resolved only through a decisive turn towards activating intensive 
economic growth factors. It is precisely for this reason that improving the system 
of national economic planning and management will take on particular urgency in the 
foreseeable future. 


That is the ts « the party sets us today. 


Under the leaderehi, .f the Georgian Communist Party Central Committee, cons‘derable 
work has been and is being cove in the republic in this direction, but more emains 
to be done. in the draft pl» the Gosplan, sinistries and departments should fully 
reflect the resolution of the iosxs of improving gaanagement of the national economy 
with consideration of maximum coacen:t ition of resources to ensure that republic tar- 
get comprehensive programs will be car .e. out.

The Chairman of the 
Council of Ministers and his deputies aust obviously visit the ministries and depart- 
ments more often and help them in and teach thea to handle specific matters, the more 
so since new cadres have recently entered the supervisory economic organs, bringing 
with them a great desire to work, but not always having the necessary experience. 


Precisely what qualities in economic leaders should our attention be directed towards 
deve loping? 


I would probably not be in error were I to say foremost their competence in the spe- 
cifics of the branches they head, as lacking this, it is impossible either to ensure 
depth and substantiality in questions solved locally and submitted to republic super- 
ior organe for review or to achieve the desired resuits in the corresponding union 
ministries and depart wents. 


The personal responsibility of leaders for the matters entrusted to them should be 
increased. Unfortunately, there have been cases here of delay in or even failure to 
carry out individual Central Committee and Council! of Ministers resolutions, as was 
mentioned by Eduard Amvrosiyevich in his report and as was stated by comrades in the 
debates. The reasons for this impermissible situation lie precisely in the dimin- 
ished responsibility of immediate supervisors. Perhaps there are ministers and com- 
mittee chairmen who wou!d ask the republic Central Committee and Council of Ministers 
to render them more active assistance in solving certain economic problems. On the 





whole, they are alwaye given such assistance. Sut we gust not feel dependent and 
fail to exhibit initiative, activeness and persistence ourselves, even in such mat- 
tere which are among the immediate duties of an economic leader of winister rank, 

We cannot be reconciled to such attitudes. Each leader, great and emall, is obli- 
gated to make every effort, to display the highest responsibility for the taske and 
duties entrusted to him. This party demand qust be actualized unconditionally. tit 
muet be recognized that we have not always displayed the necessary demandingness and 
high principles in this. 


The party Central Committee has broadened ite work on resolutely eradicating formal - 
lem, bureaucratiem and red tape in ite work. The Council of Ministers hae already 
taken practical steps in thie direction. ‘Sur we ceanot say yet that the desired re- 
sults have been achieved. We must combat thie evil with all our persistence, for 
the results of that evil are ruinous. Any delay in or stretc ing out of today's 
work, even the slightest, will inesceoably affect, and very painfully, our work to- 
morrow and in the future. 


In this connection, I should like to hope all economic leaders will develop the valu- 
able quality of lookine to the future, the ability te keep the sain thing, the basic 
thing, in view, | soc restrict themselves to the present, but iook at and anticipate 
the consequences *-« crow. We all need to remember that the foundation is laid for 
the future in .dvance, so we need to act with our sights set towards the future. 





I should like to hope ministry and departwenc leaders will have a strong sense of 
what is new and progressive, of greater initiacive in their work, but let me add that 
such initiative quet be intelligent and re .istic. 


These are eume of the gain aspects of ir >rovement in the style and methods of econo- 
mic apparatus activity towards which a.. the efforts of leaders of our economic sys- 
tem, and foremost the Council of Minisrers, as the highest executive and management 
organ of the republic, guet be directe.

During the time from the 25th Georgian Communist Party Congress 
to the 26th, when the economic, social and spiritual life of our republic has evolved 
on 4 rising line, the activity of the Georgian Academy of Sciences hes aleo been on 
the upewing. Seing inseparable from the life of the republic and the country, eci- 
ence has, on the one hand, experienced the salutory effect of the overall revitali- 
zation of the moral-political climate and the enlivened creative activeness of the 
workers stemming from the famouse CPSU Central Committee decree on the Thiliei party 
gorkom and, on the other, it hae iteelf influenced it, achiewing the resolution of 
the taske set scientists by the party congresses, party plenums, documents and the 
speeches by Comrade |.

One would be the emall tractors plan.. On a broad scale, ite development is resolv- 
ing the taske of mechanizing agricul ral work both in the public sector and on per- 
sonal subsidiary plots. 


Mastering the release of truck trailers at the Kutaisi Automotive Plant is providing 
4 great savings of live labor. The same could be said of such enterprises as the 
heavy machine toole plant being created in Marneuli, the “Stankostroitel'” and “Elek- 
trovozostroitel'” production associations, and others. 


A system of working on the basis of precise management of the activity of scientific 

research institutes and design bureaus creating machinery and concerned with problems 
of developine .sese enterprises gust obviously be determined for the new Central Com- 
mittee Burea. wer’ *rehip. 


Purther, the opinion was expressed that many factors have 4 substantial influence on 
labor productivity, includine ~'ch ones as worker medical services, the organization 
of food services, trade and o.wers. 


The conclusion suggests iteelf, that ve ...ed to create 4 precise eystem of managing 
the social development of rayons and enceryrises with consideration of the demands 
of the October (1980) CPSU Central Committee Plenum and Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's 








inatructions on the neceasity of significantly strengthening concern for the person, 
Creating conditions for creative, conatructive labor by each person. 


Here, the problem arises that there are Georgian Communiet Party Central Committee

it is known the ‘ec recent past was a time of difficult trials and stubborn struggle 
for the Georg-.an party organization to fully restore Leninist principles in republic 
sociopolitical life. 


Conscientious labor and ideological-moral qualities which facilitate growth in civic 
spirit and increasingly active life stances of people began taking on ever-increasing 
value in this nearly decade-long, comple’. turning-point period. 


This has in considerable measure helpe lighten the task of republic trade unions in 
choosing a path of radical restructuring. The resolutions of the 25th Georgian Com- 
munist Party Congress and Central Commitcee Plenums on pressing questions and prob- 
lems were of exceptionally important ignificance in this restructuring. 


In an atmosphere of complete trust. concrete, business-like assistance and comprehen- 
sive support have breathed new 1/° into trade-union activity. Their prestige, com- 
petence and influence on resolving the primary, two-in-one task of increasing pro- 
duction and concern for the rights and interests of the workers have increased ap- 
prectably.

in particular, | should like to note the creation of regional councils to coordinate 
the work of branch trade-wnion organizations, which have become an effective means 
of strengthening trade union ties with local party organs and on whose basis the ef- 
fectivenese of trade-wnion organisations is being taproved. 


in their hands are 6,000 echools of communiet labor, 220 people's universities encoe- 
passing 2,000 students, and various gase-cultureal seasures which have reached 16 #i1- 
lion people during the five-year plan. 


The system of work with cadres has been headed by the largest such center in the 
country, the republic trade-union cadre training and retraining center, in which 
scientific research on problems of the trade-union sovement is concentrated and in 
which about 15,000 people are trained each year. 


Today, we can report to the Congress that the very imgportant organizat ional~political 
task of increasing the role of kolkhoe trade-wnion organizations which was set by 


the 25th Party Congress has been successfully carried out. 


Rural trade unions encompass practically 100 percent of rural workers. About 6,000 
primary trade-union organizations have been created on sovkhozes and kolkhozes; they 
are led by gore than 1,500 workere freed [for that purpose). 


Much has been done to improve trade and personal services, to create normal housing 
and everyday living conditions for the workers. 


A program ensuring cheaper, subsidized food services for workers and creating 4 net- 
work of pereonal-services and trade in semifinished food products and goods will be 
completed in the new five-year plan.

In nearly every region, republic trade unions have built large sanatoria ~ health re- 
sorts, cultural-educational, sporte-tourist complexes, dispensary-sanatoria and Pio- 
neer camps, which required about one billion eight hundred gillion rubles in capital 
investments and other expenditures. 

Successful resolution of our adminie .rative-economic and sociocultural 
taske te often retarded due to cireumstances not entirely dependent on the trade 
vuilone, 


Many branches of the national economy, for exemple, lack emooth material-technical 
supply, there ie @uch obsolete and obsolescent gachinery and equipment, and at the 
eame time, aesignments on gechanizing and automating production, on improving equip- 
went and technology, are not carried out, year after vear., And that at a time when, 
up watil sew, nearly 47 percent of 411 workers here have been employed at manual la- 
bor! 


In commection with the growing role of labor collectives in resolving a broad range 
of taske, the importance of collective agreements has increased steadily in recent 
years. 


The number of pointe in bilateral obligations not carried out has generally been 3-4 
percent per year. However, these emali numbers conceal great indifference, since 
they conetet mainly of sociocultural seasures. 


i should think the tire has come to achieve 4 situation in which obligations to work- 
ere guet be met ily and, unconditionally, on echedule, in exactly the way workers 
carry out plan _goments, counter plane and higher socialist obligations. 


The violations of people's working and rest conditions we still encounter are espe- 
cially worrisome. And workere are often enlisted in overtime work and work on days 
off in contravention of the law. 


The vital interests of the working pereo' are aleo harmed by failures to pay wages 
promptiy. 


Republic trade unione have noted with gratitude the intensified attention in recent 
years the Supreme Soviet, Council of Ministers, sinistries and departments have paid 
to questions of social development, .. observing constitutional rights and laws. Un- 
questionably, @uch has been done tia is good and useful. Joint, precisely coordi- 
nated and directed efforte by party. soviet, trade-union and economic organs in the 
current important stage are 4 gurc~ atee of new successes in this gost important sec~- 
tor of socialist development.

Many did nc* wt to admit that labor not paid for does not fill 
the granaries of either the incividusl or the estate. But today, life itself has 
forced 411 opponents to abandon ihe di pute.

Ae wae noted in the report, the Abashskiy agroi-dusetrial complex management sode! 
will soon be introduced in 411 republic rayons. in thie connection, ever sore 











It therefore becomes 
necessary to immediately and radically restructure the republic @inietries and de- 
partments, 


Abashskiy Rayon remembers the not so distant past, when ite center was an unprepose- 
essing town in which not @ single pretty, well-built building gladdened the eye, The 
fayon's enterprises, institutions aud organisations huddled together ramshackle old 
structures, Gueste did not tarry in Avasha, since they knew that they would not 

find a single decent public catering fecility of aight's lodging here. There were 
ho water maine or electric lighte, Abashekiy corn wae famous in the republic, but 

in fame only ~~ in fact, there wae fo corn,... 


In short, thie was the unattractive picture of the rayon's economic, political and 
social life, and it causes justified dissatisfaction and even indignat 

bor=loving, conectentious Abasha resident. Thie ie borne out by 
letters sent in 4 constant stream to the highest party and etate organs in the repub- 
lie, 


To the credit of the rayon party organisation and the workers, it should be said 
that they have been able to do the nearly impossible in an astonishingly short per- 
iod of time. You can get an idea of that from 4 eimple liet of what has been done 
in recent years: secondary and eight-year echoole, preschool institutions, facili- 
ties for trade, gunicipal services, medical services and personal services, agricul - 
ture, administration buildings and housing have been built. Reclamation and road- 
building work has been done on 4 broad ecale, euch has been done to provide the 
city with public amenities, equares have been laid out and sports complexes have 
been put up. An Abasha dream came true with the construction and opening of 4 bridge 
across the Vioni. Construction of @ cooperative water gain began and continued at 4 
rapid pace; after it is put inte operation, the rayon will be able to meet 41! ite 
drinking and commercial water neede. 


In short, the development of agriculture and construction in Abashekiy Rayon took on 
unprecedented scope. Abasha grew, was built up and improved. Wow, even the most in- 
corrigible nihiliet cannot trawel the central street of thie godern rayon center with 
indifference. Some 250 families have celebrated soving into new housing in recent 
years. One in ewery four rural residents ie building 4 new house or renovating an 
old one. Many Abasha residente who had abandoned their fathers’ hearths have returned 
to their native rayon. 


We are prowd of the fact that the Abashekiy laborer has won national recognition, re- 
spect and high praise, of the fact that hie labor and life hawe become 4 shining ex- 
ample of service to one's native country and people. 


The taske now facing Abashekiy residents are at firet glance like an audacious dreas, 
but that is precisely when life is interesting and fascinating, when 4 person lives 
in the romantic light of complex tasks. Abashekiy communists set themselves an hon- 
orable goal at the rayon party conference, to increase corn yields to 70 q/ha and 
soybeaus to 20-25 q/ha in the Lith Five-Year Plan.

{Text} Comrades! The 10th Five-\ear Plan testifies that the direction and nature 
of the development of republic petroleum industry correspond fully to the directives 
and resolutions of the 25th Georgian Communiet Party Congress. 


The "Gruzneft'" ; oduction association met industrial production volume assignments 
ahead of eched) on 20 March 1980. By the end of the five-year plan, petroleum 
extraction was |/-fold higher than in 1975, and one percent of current production 
now exceeds what wae extracted in all of 1973. In the last five-year plan, we began 
utilizing casing-head gas for the first time in Georgia. The assignment for produc- 
ing it was overfulfilled more than two-fold. 


The broad scope of socialist competition aad spirit of labor rivalry encompassing 
practically all production collectives .{ the association have enabled Georgian oil- 
fie d workers to win the challenge Rec Banner of the USSR Ministry of Petroleum In- 
dustry and the central committee of the branch trade union, of petroleum and gas in- 
dustry workers, for 15 quarters running in the last five-year plan. 


In honor of the 26th CPSU Congress a. 26th Georgian Communist Party Congress, the 
“Grugsneft'” production association bad obligated iteelf to produce several thousand 
tons of petroleum above the plan the 26 weeks prior to the Congress.

Thies process has two aspects: first, the practical activity of party organizations 
stemming from the principled line of the Central Committee increases their prestige 
among the workers every day; second, the complete trust of the party organs thea- 
selves in the workers is exhibited espectally graphically.

such phenomena had acquired ugly forme here and considered them an expression of 


people's psychology. 


The same thing « ‘1 be said about religious festivals. Let us recall G. Reheuli- 
shvili's story “Alaverdoba" and G. Shengelay's film based on that story; let us re- 
call the ugly and sometimes degrading relations these works focus our attention on 
by passionately lashing these phenomena. But in spite of this, it has become a mat- 
ter of prestige for some to strike a pose as defenders of these ugly displays. 


Today, many harmful customs are graduall: secoming things of the past, and new tra- 
ditions and popular festivals which are ,rofoundly national in form and socialist in 
content are being established in our lives. 


This is in no way a mechanical imitetioa of the old festivals, but qualitatively new 
traditions. Such attractive, profou. .y substantive measures have been organically 
linked to modern standards of liviig sorking and cultural conditions; they take into 
account the psychology and strivinge of the people and rely on healthy national tra- 
ditions. There is no trace of ex erated “sloganeering” or artificiality; to the 
contrary, they are attractive because our way of life is perceived as being a satural, 
integral part of the festival.
